Ohio's Liquor Chief Sets His Goals

COLUMBUS, Ohio — Develop­ 
ment of an elite division with first- 
rate standards and high morale is 
his prime 
goal, 
says 
Ivan W. 
Smith, Ohio's new liquor enforce­ 
ment chief. 
“ By raising the standards and 
morale of the enforcement divi­ 
sion, we hope to raise the stand­ 
ards and morale of the entire 
legitimate liquor industry,” Smith 
said in an interviewv 
“While our primary- purpose is 
to protect the public’s interest, we 
have the secondary responsibility 
of protecting the legitimate permit 
holder against the cheater, 
the 
bootlegger, the after-hours viola­ 
tor, the operator who sells to 
minors. 
“They create unfair competition 
and give the entire industry a bad 
name. 
“ What we want, therefore, is to 
gain the respect and confidence 
of the law-abiding segment of the 
industry so it will help us by 
helping to police itself." 
Sees Responsibilities 
The quiet, 31-year-old Cantonian 
said the liquor industry must rec­ 
ognize its own responsibilities if it 
is to survive in Ohio. He cited the 
fact, astonishing to the layman, 
that the state is going dry at a 
surprisingly rapid rate. 
More than 50 per cent of Ohio 
is now at least partially dry and 


I every election 
sees 
more local 
areas turned dry by voters. 
Such local issues reach the bal­ 
lot, Smith said, only because of 
public indignation over violations 
by permit holders. Nearly always, 
he said, it is a case of a few 
operators’ giving the entire indus­ 
try a bad name 
His program for improving the 
division includes civil service ex­ 
aminations, high recruiting stand­ 
ards and thorough character in­ 
vestigations followed up by inten­ 
sive training. 
Since more than half of his pres­ 
ent 84 agents are on provisional 
status, they will be subject to the 
new examinations and will com­ 
pete on an equal basis with other 
applicants. 
Hopes For Experts 
Out of this program he hopes 


I to build a staff of true experts 
with traditions and an esprit de 
corps comparable to those of the 
State Highway Patrol. 
“There is no reason it can’t be 
done,” Smith said. “ Our division 


I operates under basically the same 
statutory setup the patrol does.” 
The young enforcement chief is 
working on other plans to improve 
the division’s effectiveness. 
He already has started lifting the 
ban on “ free lance” operations by 
his agents, 
permitting 
them 
to 
drop in and investigate spots on 
their own rather than waiting for 


I specific complaints. 


He hopes to continue, as soon 
as 
the press of administrative 
business permits, his tour around 
the state, started in Cleveland two 
weeks ago. He wants to visit an 
area a week, talking to local law- 
enforcement officials and his own 
agents and establishing good rela­ 
tions between the local and state 
agencies. 
6We Need Local Help* 
“ Because the liquor division’s 
force is small, it is impossible for 
us to police the

Smith said. “We must rely upon 
local law officials. We can act as 
an expert and efficient reinforce­ 
ment body, moving in to help the 
local agencies when they need us.” 
He is studying possible legisla­ 
tion and has prepared a report of 
his own ideas on tho subject for 
his chief, Liquor Director Richard

Mail Shows Magnitude 
“The routine mail across my 
desk and the reports I get con­ 


tinuously show the magnitude of 
this problem,” he said. 
“Juveniles lack judgment and 
responsibility even when they are 
cold sober. To let them drink and 
completely remove 
all 
sense of 
danger puts them and the com­ 
munity in grave danger. And this 
is in addition to the damage to 
their health and morals.” 
Here again, he said, the aim is 
to distinguish between the legiti­ 
mate mate operator who may 
make an honest error and the il­ 
legal operator who deliberately and 
wilfully violates the law. 
The object of the legislation un­ 
der study is to maintain the same 
degree of responsibility on the part 
of the seller, but to make that 
responsibility easier to define and 
handle. 
Will Gamblers Move? 
The other headache of the mom­ 
ent is a suspected move by gamb­ 
ling interests to “test” the en­ 
forcement division under its new 
management. 
“I’m definitely under the im­ 
pression from scattered reports,” 
Smith said, “that right now gamb­ 
lers are getting ready to give us 
a try. Gambling pinball machines 
especially are cropping up. 
“ I want to say that I’m aware 
they are giving us a try and that 
we’ll move in just as fast and ef­ 
fectively as our resources per­ 
m it.” 
He added he is confident his di­ 
vision can handle the situation.

Theodore Francis Green’s decision to 
give up the chairmanship of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee after his home­ 
town newspaper had suggested he was too 
old to bear the responsibility will be a chance 
to review the qualifications of some other 
senior statesmen in Congress. 
While it is a certainty they won’t like it 
any better than 91-year-old Sen. Green liked 
it. or 74-year-old Rep. Joseph Martin liked it 
when his Republican associates asked him 
to step down as minority leader, it is pos- 
aible that the seniority system may be one 
of the things slowing down the once-dynamic 
United States. 
Rep. Howard W. Smith of Virginia, 76, is 
In charge of slowing down all proposals odious 
to his prejudices as a segregationist. He is 
chairman of the House Rules Committee. 
Speaker qam Rayburn of Texas is con­ 
ceded by all accounts to be doing a first-rate 
job at 77, having accumulated much experi­ 
ence and wisdom But like Rep. Martin, his 
friend, he would take it unkindly if his senior­ 
ity were challenged He intends to stay until 
he drops. 
Another well ripened legislator on the Demo­ 
cratic side is Rep. Brent Spence of Ken­ 
tucky. 84. The oldest Republicans, both 83, 
are Clare E. Hoffman of Michigan and Daniel 
A. Reed of New York. 


The point to the acquisition of years by 
congressmen is that it frequently is in con­ 
nection with acquisition of consentive terms 
—the basis of the seniority system where­ 
by legislators with the longest service get 
their pick of important committee posts. That 
is how Sen. Green came to head up the 
Senate Foreign Relations ’committee. That 
is how Rep. Clarence Cannon happens to 
be chairman of the House Appropriations 
Committee. He has been in every Congress 
since the 68th; he will be 80 in April. 
Nowhere else in the United States is it 
possible for men to make a career of 
longevity. 
Nowhere else in the United States would 
it have been possible for a nonagenarian like 
Sen. Green to hang on to an important 
position even after his sight and hearing, 
by his own belated and begrudging admis­ 
sion, had ceased to be adequate. 
Congress is everlastingly having little in­ 
vestigations to tell the citizens of this country 
what they are doing w'rong—what is holding 
them back from the attainment of perfection. 
It is more than barely possible that one 
of the things Congress and the government 
may be doing wrong is the seniority system, 
which has the stultifying effect of making 
government a little pokier than it can afford 
to be in competition with those sharpies in 
Moscow.

Separate Court? 


A bill to create a separate Court for Han­ 
cock County now’ up for action in the House 
of Delegates at Charleston faces some rough 
sledding in the legislative halls, according 
to reports from the capital. 
The measure would give the county its own 
court instead of sharing the First Circuit 
Court with Brooke and Ohio counties as at 
present. 
The majority of attorneys in Hancock Coun­ 
ty favor the bill, since the single bench 
would expedite cases and would mean a sav­ 
ings to county residents in time and money 
spent at present journeying to Wheeling when 
the judge is not at New Cumberland. The 
prestige and independence of having one’s 
awm court is also a favorable factor.

consider the ill effects of the 1954 
“desegregation’’ decision of the 
Supreme 
Court 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
The big question, however, is 
whether the proposed amendment, 
when analyzed, does really provide 
the solution desired by the South. 
Sen. Talmadge says rightly: 
“The closing of any school any­ 
where is a 
lamentable 
occur­ 
rence. The closing of a public 
school system is a terrible trag­ 
edy. The destruction of public edu­ 
cation in an entire region of our 
nation would be an* unparalleled 
catastrophe. Yet a realistic ap­ 
praisal of the facts of the matter 
afford* no conclusion but that that 
will be the inevitable result of bind­ 
ing the citizens of the South in the 
chains of circumstance now being 
forged around them. And the real 
losers of such an eventuality un­ 
fortunately will be those who have 
the least to say about it — the 
school children of the South and 
their parents." 


THE AMENDMENT which Sen. 
Talmadge offers does not deline­ 
ate the fundamental constitutional 
right of the parents to decide for 
themselves how their children shall 
be educated. The text of the pro­ 
posed amendment is as follows: 
“Administrative control of any 
public school, public educational 
institution or public educational 
system operated by any state or 
by any political or other subdivi- « 
sion thereof, shall be vested ex­ 
clusively in such state and subdi­ 
vision and nothing contained iff this 
Constitution shall be construed to 
deny to the residents thereof the 
right to determine for themselves 
the manner in which any such 
school, institution of system is ad­ 
ministered by such state and sub­ 
division." 
It would be easy enough, how­ 
ever, for the Supreme Court to rule 


that even today nothing in the Con­ 
stitution interferes with the right 
of local school authorities to “ad­ 
minister" the educational institu­ 
tions themselves and that discrimi­ 
nation on the basis of race or color 
or creed is not an "administrative" 
matter at all but a question of citi­ 
zenship rights. 
What needs to be done, of course, 
is to include in the 
proposed 
amendment an affirmation of the 
right of parents — the citizens 
themselves — to determine what 
kind 
of 
educational 
institutions 
they wish their children to attend. 
The individual may discriminate 
but the state cannot. This means, 
under 
present 
conditions, 
two 
school systems or two sets of 
classes within the same school 
buildings or separate buildings. 


OBVIOUSLY there are parents 
who do not mind seeing their chil­ 
dren 
enrolled 
in 
“integrated" 
schools. Other parents want their 
children in segregated schools. A 
constitutional 
amendment 
that 
spells out the rights of parents and 
gives a discretionary right to the 
state legislatures or local school 
boards to set up a dual system is 
the only method that will assure 
“freedom of choice" for the par­ 
ents. 
The tuition - grant system offers 
another alternative but, in the ab­ 
sence of some new constitutional 
authority, this cannot mean any 
quasi - public - school system but 
a IOO per cent private system. 
The school controversy is not 
likely to be over for decades to 
come. The experience with the 18th 
Amendment and its subsequent re­ 
peal by the adoption of the 21st 
Amendment is an example of how 
a basic issue of sociological re­ 
form is finally handled by the 
American people. 
The question of whether drink­ 
ing is morally right or wrong has 
not been settled yet by the pro­ 
visions of the Constitution but the 
right of each locality to control 
liquor sales now has been affirm­ 
ed as constitutional. 
Precisely this kind of solution is 
inevitable in the school contro­ 
versy and. while the Talmadge 
amendment has that broad aim, it 
needs to be specifically amended 
to transfer the power of choice to 
the citizens, who can then demand 
of the states the type of schools 
they want their children to attend. 
A dual system is the only answer 
not only for the South but for many 
cities in the North where an in­ 
creasing 
Negro 
population 
has 
merely served to introduce evasive 
schemes of residential gerryman­ 
dering to achieve something for 
which the Southern people, when 
they try it, are denounced as at­ 
tempting a “lawless defiance" of 
the Constitution.
